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Redesign work gives rise to legislative language

I'm pleased announce that the department is moving forward with legislative language
in January that has grown from the work of the Redesigning Public Health in lowa
Initiative. Titled the “Governmental Public Health System Modernization Act,” the
document has three key objectives.

e It establishes a Public Health Advisory Council.

« It establishes a Public Health Evaluation Committee.

« It allows the formation of a voluntary accreditation system for lowa’s local and
state public health agencies.

The Advisory Council will be charged with finding an organization to provide the
voluntary accreditation program in the third bullet above. The council will also have
responsibility for assuring that the lowa Public Health Standards are updated as
needed. The Public Health Evaluation Committee will be responsible for the ongoing
evaluation of lowa’s public health system and the accreditation process. What is
perhaps most exciting, however, is that the bill recognizes the need to have IDPH pilot
and at least one county voluntarily pilot the accreditation process by July 1, 2011.
Furthermore, the bill also provides for the accrediting organization to accept
applications for the formal process beginning Jan. 2, 2012.

Smokefree Air Act education efforts working well

Three months after the Smokefree Air Act went info effect, | am happy to say that the
numbers indicate our education efforts are working. Since July 1, IDPH has received
more than 6,000 phone calls and e-mails regarding the Smokefree Air Act. About 80
percent of the inquiries have been from people who have questions on how to comply
with the law; fewer than 1,200 have been complaints about possible violations. Perhaps
more telling, however, is that while 264 businesses have been sent a first letter of
potential violation, only 21 businesses have received a second letter and only five have
been sent a third letter.

In addition to the hard work of staff in the IDPH Division of Tobacco Use Prevention
and Control, I'd like to recognize the efforts of our community partnerships operating in
96 of lowa’s 99 counties. So far, they have conducted more than 68 site visits at the
invitation of business owners to help them understand what they need to do to comply
with the Smokefree Air Act. Great work, everyone!

Healthy People 2020 to become more user-friendly
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According to recommendations from the U.S. Department of Health and Human
Services Secretary’s Advisory Committee on National Health Promotion and Disease
Prevention, Healthy People 2020 will be more user-friendly than the 2010 publication.
The committee met recently and decided to retain the 28 focus areas in Healthy People
2010 but recommended that the document should be a web-based, relationship
database so that different users can query the database. Also new to the process is a
framework that links the objectives to such determinants as equity and social justice
and physical environment to outcomes with intervention strategies. This means that
everyone will have a clearer idea of what interventions are effective. The objectives also
will be organized by public health levels—national, state, and local. An interagency
workgroup will start working to fit the focus areas into the framework. For a slide

Toxicology manual now available

The IDPH toxicology program has created an online Toxicology Manual for
environmental and public health professionals and partners. Based on the format of the
IDPH EPI Manual, the new resources is a unique one-stop shop that currently contains
fact sheets and other resources on 15 chemicals and potentially toxic substances.
Information is provided on the uses of these chemicals, sources of exposure in lowa,
the human health effects of short-term or acute exposure to large amounts of these
chemicals, the human health effects of long-term or chronic exposure to small amounts
of these chemicals, and methods to protect individuals from exposure. The Toxicology
Manual will be updated as fact sheets and other resources are developed for more
chemicals and substances.
